Board loses funding for bus 
transportation and utilities 


Changes to the provincial 
General Legislative Grant 
funding formula for the com- 
ing year will create substan- 
tial service and program de- 
livery challenges for the 
Hastings and Prince Edward 
District School Board. 

Faced with a period of 
declining enrolments due to 
lower birth rates and a fund- 
ing model based primarily on 
student enrolment, the Board 
was disheartened to learn 
that special funding provided 
in 2000-2001 for school bus 
transportation and utility 
costs in the amount of 
$$87,000 will be discontin 
ued next year. 

Particularly troubling, is 
that these funds were pro- 
vided in response to the soar- 
ing costs of fuel and utilities, 
experienced by all facets of 
society and which are pro- 
jected to continue to climb. 
These funding reductions 
were part of an update pro- 
vided to the Board by Super- 
intendent of Finance, Dave 


Rutherford, at its meeting of 
Monday, May 28, at 
Frankford Public School. 

Rutherford told the Board 
that because of the manner 
in which the provincial fund- 
ing model operates with re 
spect to transportation and 
utilities, funding will continue 
to decline as enrolment de 
clines. despite the fact that 
these costs continue to rise 
Preliminary projections re 
veal the Board is fic igs a 
funding shortfall — of 
$900,000 for next year. 
School boards_are required 
to approve balanced budg 
ets by June 30, 2001 despite 
the fact that next year’s fund- 
ing announcement, expected 
in March, was only released 
May 11. 

ChairjAddrey Carter indi- 
cated that the Board would 
try and convene a meeting 
with Ministry of Education 
officials and local MPPs with 
the intent to describe the 
Board's financial position 
and fiscal challenges.

Government Says 
Canada Stubbing 
Out Cigarettes 


Fewer Canadians are 
lighting up than at any time 
since Canada started count- 
ing the number of smokers 
in 1965, and officials said on 
Tuesday they were shifting 
focus to the dangers caused 
by second-hand smoke. A 
survey by Canada’s official 
statistics agency showed 
that 24 percent of Canadians 
smoked in 2000, down 
slightly from 25 percent the 
previous year. Teenage 
smoking rates had fallen 
more steeply, down to 25 
percent, from 28 percent for 
young people aged between 
15 and 19. Canada has 
tough rules designed to curb 
smoking, including promi- 
nent public health warnings 
about the risks of cigarettes. 
Young people under the age 
of 19 are not allowed to buy 
cigarettes in stores, and 
some municipalities are curb- 
ing smoking in bars and res- 
taurants. “We are indeed en- 
couraged that progress con- 
tinues to be made in reduc- 
ing smoking prevalence and 
tobacco consumption, but 
there is much work to be 
done on a number of fronts,” 
Health Minister Alan Rock 
said in a statement. A goal

reduce the unacceptably high 


number of Canadians who 
are exposed to second-hand 
smoke.and its serious health 
hazards,” he added. The 
survey said that 1.6 million 
Canadians under the age of 
18 suffered from the effects 
of second-hand smoke at 
home, including 900,000 
under the age of 12. Nearly 
half of these homes had more 
than one smoker, and the 
average number of ciga- 
rettes smoked per day was 
more than | 2. “Both of these 
factors are important deter- 
minants of the level of risk 
to children’s health,” the re- 
port said. The report said 
second-hand smoke has 
twice as much as nicotine 
and tar as smoke that smok- 
ers inhale. Nonsmokers ex- 
posed to second-hand smoke 
increase their risks of acquir- 
ing lung cancer by 25 per- 
cent and heart disease by 10 
percent. 


New 
‘Treatment 
Offered | 


A new cheaper, quicker 
and possibly more effective, 
breast cancer treatment is 
being offered at a Montreal 
clinic. 

The treatment - a form of 
radiotherapy called high- 
dose rate brachytherapy - 
has been used since Decem- 
ber at the Ville Marie Oncol- 
ogy Centre to treat six 
women as part of the first 
clinical trial in Canada. The 
therapy is standard treatment 
at some clinics in Europe and 
the U.S. 

Brachytherapy delivers 
high-dose radiation to a small 
specific area of breast tissue. 
In conventional therapy, ra- 
diation is applied to the en- 
tire breast. While the con- 
ventional therapy can take up 
to six weeks, brachytherapy 
requires only five days of 
treatment. 

The therapy can be used 
for localized tumours smaller 
than three centimetres in di- 
ameter. About 40 per cent of 
breast cancer patients have 
tumours that fit this criteria.

Quebec remains the major 
producer of cheese in Canada, accounting for 54 per cent 
of total domestic production of cheddar and specialty 
cheeses. 

* Canadian butter production in 1999 recovered from 
its lower level in 1998. It totalled 88.590 tonnes, up 3.1 per 
cent from the previous year. Quebec produced 41 per cent 
of the Canadian butter PEoeuenOn followed by Ontario 
with 32 per cent. 

* Canadian production of ice cream and ice cream prod- 
ucts slightly increased in 1999, It rose’ from 470 million 
litres in 1998 to 475 million litres in-1999, Ontario remains 
the leading ice cream producting province with 55 per cent 
of Canada’s total production.

These changes probably happen for various reasons: 
the food will last longer, grow bigger or resits disease bet- 
ter. These modifications, however, cannot come without 
repercussions: the food may become susceptible to an- 
other disease, the surrounding environment may be affected 
o: | umans may become ill from the supposedly harmless 
genetically altered food. It seems that scientists are still 
uncertain as to whether genetically modified foods are bet- 
ter or worse for us, and yet our foods are continuously 
altered without our knowledge.

Countries in Europe have already begun the fight against 
genetically engineered foods by banning them from gro- 
cery stores if they do not have a label on them that informs 
the customer about the modifications that have been made 
to them. Restaurants have also been encouraged to tell their 
customers what has been added to the food that they serve. 
These may be options that we should look at because at 
least we would be given the choice to select what we want 
to eat and not be tricked into buying a product unaware of 
what it contains 

What products would be left on our grocery shelves if 
all the genetically modified ones were removed? Just re- 
member, the next time you but that huge, juicy strawberry, 
or your favourite cereal, what exactly do you know about 
the chemical make-up or ingredients of that product? How 
many of the ingredients are really beneficial for your body 
to process?

followed as the next most 
important dairy processing 
provinces in terms of eco- 
nomic activity. 

Industrial Milk 

The industrial milk 
processing sector generates 
the greatest manufacturing 
activity with $4.5 billion 
worth of dairy products pro- 
duced in 1997 with a value 
added of $1 billion. The sec- 
tor employed over 11,000 
people, and paid wages of 
approximately $438 million. 

Statistics from 1997 dem- 
onstrate that Ontario had the 
greatest number of industrial 
milk processing plants with 
69 for $1.7 billion in ship- 


ments. Quebec, with fewer 
plants, 53, had shipments of 
$2.1 billion. These two prov- 
inces accounted for about 84 
per cent of total national in- 
dustrial milk processing. 

Fluid Milk 

Fluid milk processors 
shipped $3.6 billion worth of 
goods, employed approxi- 
mately 9,700 people and paid 
almost $400 million in wages 
in 1997. 

Given that fluid milk 
processing operations are 


* located close to consumers, 


the provinces with the larg- 
est populations process the 
most fluid milk. Thirty-five 
per cent of all fluid plants are 
located in Ontario. In 1997, 


- 


Ontario plants processed 2.5 
billion litres of milk and ac- 
counted for 33 per cent of 
the value of total fluid ship- 
ments, at $1.2 billion. Que- 
bec ranked second, with 
shipments valued at $955 
million. 

Dairy co-operatives are 
producer-owned = dairy 
processing and marketing 
businesses run by profes- 
sional management teams.

our zone,* she said. 

Since starting 20 years 
ago the operation has grown. 
The new garden centre is 
composed of two 3,000 
square foot plastic covered 
greenhouses. Each green- 
house is climate controlled. 
if the temperature drops a 
heater is’ activated and if it 
becomestoo warm fans au- 
tomatically start up. The 
sides of the greenhouses can 
also be raised on hot days. 

Keeping plants watered 
and fed is extremely impor- 
tant. The plants are watered 
on a regular basis and fed 
twice a week by an *in-line* 
fertilizing system. 

Proper care of the plants 
begins as soon as it arrives 
at the greenhouse. *Plants 
are like people. They require 
the same things that people 
require and if not provided 
plants, like people, will 
wither and die. Plants require 
light. water, air to breath and 
food, and each plant require 
a different amount of each,* 
Ms. Sadlier says. 

“When you visit our 
greenhouse you will notice 
the staff is always busy wa- 
tering, fertilizing, cleaning 
spent blooms or moving 
plants.* She said. 

The new operation in 
Selby is creating employ- 
ment for area residents. Ms. 
Sadlier said they hope to 
employ up to eight workers 
both fulltime and part time 
during the growing season. 
The Root Cellar creates up 
to 30seasonal jobs at its three 
locations. 

*We employ local people 
and find that they are learn- 
ing to take the pride we take 
in providing the customer 
with the highest quality 
plant.* Ms. Sadlier said. 

Stock at the Root Cellar 
is always being renewed. At 
the Selby operation Ms.

clinic say brachytherapy 
could drastically cut waiting 
lists for breast cancer treat- 
ment. , 

Brachytherapy has been 
used in Canada for the last 
decade to treat head, neck 
and gynaecological cancers. 

An American doctor de- 
cided to use brachytherapy 
on a breast cancer patient 
nine years ago when she said 
she couldn't afford to take 
six weeks off work to have 
the conventional therapy. 


Dr. Robert Kuske, who 
acted as a consultant for the 
Montreal trials, says the 
therapy is superior to the 
conventional treatnient. 


He has used 
brachytherapy on 205 breast 
cancer patients and says he 
has come across only one 
recurrence of the disease. 

However, a continent- 
wide study is required to 
compare the brachytherapy 
with conventional treatment, 
he cautions. 

Brachytherapy is applied 


after a breast tumour is re- 
moved by surgery and is fol- 
lowed by chemotherapy or 
hormonal treatment. 


The radiation machine 
sends radioactive seeds the 
size of salt grains through - 
catheters attached 10a pa- 
tient’s breast to the target 
areas. 

After the seeds blast the 
tissue with radiation they are 
returned to the machine. 

A patient undergoes two 
10-minute sessions of 
brachytherapy each day. 


20th-century disease 
genetically linked to panic 


disorder 


Environmental intoler- 
ance, a condition sometimes 
known as 20th-century dis- 
ease, appears to be geneti- 
cally linked to panic disor- 
der, University of Toronto 
researchers have discov- 
ered. That revelation may 
help medicine unlock the 
mysteries of the ailment and 
aid doctors treating those 
suffering from the disabling 
condition. 

“The symptoms are very 
real and these people are suf- 
fering,” lead author Dr. Karen 
Binkley said about people 
with idiopathic - meaning its 
origin is spontaneous and 
unknown - environmental 
intolerance, or TEL. 

“They need help and we 
have to be open to anything 
that can improve the quality 
of their lives.” 

The article was published 
in the May issue of the Jour- 
nal of Allergy and Clinical 
Immunology, a peer-re- 
viewed publication of the 
American Academy of Al- 
lergy, Asthma and Immunol- 


ogy. 

People with TEI suffer a 
wide variety of symptoms 
when exposed to an array of 
products, chemicals and pol- 
lutants that are hard to avoid 


appear to respond to cocaine 
and morphine. The overlap 
of brain activity seen in the 
gambling experiment with 
that found in earlier studies 
of drug use indicates, the 
researchers said, that the 
brain uses the same circuitry 
for “the processing of di- 
verse rewards.” “The results 
of our gaming experiment, 
coupled with findings from 
prior studies of the anticipa- 
tion and experience of posi- 
tive and negative outcomes 
in humans and laboratory 
animals, suggest that a net- 
work of interrelated struc- 
tures ... co-ordinate the 
processing of goal-related 
stimuli,” said the team led by 
Dr. Hans C. Breiter of Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital. 
The team also included Pe- 
ter Shizgal of Concordia 
University in Montreal, Dan- 
iel Kahneman of Princeton 
University and Anders Dale 
and Itzhak Aharon, both of 


in modern life. Items com- 
monly blamed for reactions 
include perfume, carpets, 
scented products and house- 
hold cleaners, although some 
sufferers also finger certain 
foods and electromagnetic 
radiation. 

Contact with these items 
can induce reactions such as 
breathlessness, chest tight- 
ness, lightheadedness, 
weakness, nausea or trouble 
concentrating. 

There are no good esti- 
mates of how many people 
suffer from IEI, though 
Binkley said it would be in- 
correct to call the condition 
rare. 

The ailment is often lik- 
ened to allergies - it is some- 
times called total allergy syn- 
drome - but differs from al- 
lergies in one important way. 

Tests have shown that 
when IEI sufferers are in 
close contact with one of 
their trigger items, but are 
unaware of its presence be- 
cause researchers have man- 
aged to mask its scent, they 
do not consistently experi- 
ence symptoms. 

People who suffer from 
pollen allergies or who are 
allergic to nuts, for instance, 
will have an allergic reaction 


Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital. A challenge for the 
future, Breiter said, is to de- 
termine how different parts 
of these brain circuits affect 
the thinking, emotion and 
motivation involved in antici- 
pation, evaluation, and deci- 
sion-making. “Identifying 
these regions of the brain and 
mapping the neural pathways 
that process the anticipation 
and ‘rewards’ associated 
with drug abuse would be a 
tremendous boost to the de- 
velopment of medications or 
interventions that could block 
these circuits and provide 
other treatment = ap- 
proaches,” said Dr. Alan I. 
Leshner, director of the Na- 
tional Institute on Drug 
Abuse. The research was 
supported by NIDA, a divi- 
sion of the National Insti- 
tutes of Health. The research 
team led by Breiter used 
magnetic resonance imaging 
to map the brain responses 


when exposed to their trig- 
ger, regardless of whether _ 
they are aware of its pres- 
ence or not. 

“This is a condition 
clearly distinct from hay fe- 
ver, clearly distinct from 
asthma, clearly distinct from 
food allergies such as pea- 
nuts,” said Binkley, who 
added that research “sug- 
gests that there may be a 
cognitive component to it.” 

Because IEI symptoms 
are so similar to those of 
panic disorder, researchers 
had questioned whether the 
two were linked. 

A discovery made two 
years ago about panic disor- 
der prompted Binkley and 
her colleagues to look for 
genetic similarities between 
people with panic disorder 
and people with IEI. 

Researchers elsewhere 
reported that patients with 
panic disorder had more 
receptors for a chemical 
called cholecystokinin than 
other people do. 

Cholecystokinin ts a natu- 
ral substance made in the 
human gut and brain. In the 
gut. it plays a role in diges- 
tion; in the brain, it is be- 
lieved to be related to anxi- 
ety and fear behaviours. 


Gambling has similar affects on brain as drugs 


of 12 men while they par- 
ticipated in a game of chance 
involving winning or losing 
money. They found that in 
the gambling experiment, 
blood flow to the brain 
changed in ways similar to

They were supposed to 
thwart counterfeiters, but it 
seems Canada’s new $10 
bills are all the rage these 
days among would-be scam 
artists. Approximately 140 of 
the fake $10 notes have been 
turned over to the Mounties 
since the high-tech bills were 
introduced in mid-January. 
“The quality ranges from 
poor to good and the bills 
have been located across 
Canada,” said RCMP spokes- 
man Paul Marsh. “There was 
one case handled by Niagara 
police where two 19-year- 
old men were arrested pro- 


“ ducing counterfeits in the 


basements of their parents’ 
homes,” Marsh noted. 
“We've had four of them,” 
said one Ottawa retailer who 
didn’t want to be identified. 
“One young man gave it to 
my son,” said the retailer. 
“He felt it and just handed it 
back and said this is a fake.” 
Police weren't called. Marsh 
says people - especially re- 
tailers - need to educate 
themselves about the new 
$10 notes. “It is of concern 
if the public do not take the 
time to look at the currency 
that they’re holding,” said 
Marsh. “It’s relatively easy 
to even miss a poorer-qual- 
ity counterfeit if you fail to 
pay attention.” When they 
were unveiled Jan. 17, the 
Bank of Canada described 
the bills as containing “new 
sophisticated security fea- 
tures designed to thwart 
counterfeiters.” Bank 
spokesman Joe Basile says 
the fake $10 notes the bank 
has been made aware of have 
been of poor quality. “Some 
of the key security features 
that you would see (on the 
notes) that are very hard to 
reproduce were not repro- 
duced in their entirety,” said 
Basile. “If someone were to 
look at one of the counter- 
feits passed and compare it 
to a genuine you would see

very quickly that it was in 
fact a counterfeit note.’

“We're looking at what 
types of technologies are 
being used to reproduce 
them,” said Basile. 

A redesigned $5 note is to 
be issued later this year, fol- 
lowed by new 20s, 50s and 
100s over the next two to 
three years. 


Canada to Study How to 
Sustain Public Health | 


System 


Keenly aware the publicly 
funded health system is top 
priority for many Canadians, 
Prime Minister Jean Chretien 
has announced a commission 
to study how to sustain it as 
baby boomers age. 

The Chretien Liberal gov- 
ernment had largely ignored 
the recommendations of a 
previous health commission 
that in 1997 called for the 
government start paying for 
drugs and home care. 

But health care figured 
prominently in the 2000 fed- 
eral election campaign as Ca- 
nadians voiced’concern over 
waiting lists in the public sys- 
tem and debated how much 
of a role the private sector 
should have. 

“Medicare is one of our 
proudest achievements as a 
nation,” Chretien said in ap- 
pointing former Saskatch- 
ewan premier Roy 
Romanow to head the com- 
mission. “It is a fundamen- 
tal right of citizenship.” 

Politicians realize they 
have to grapple with the fact 
that health-care expenses 
continue to grow with the 
aging of the population and 
increased use of costly tech- 
nology and drugs. 

In Canada, per capita 
health expenditures have 
risen by about 70 percent in 
inflation-adjusted terms be- 
tween 1975 and now. 

As a percentage of gross 
domestic -- the size of the 
economy -- Canada’s health 
spending rose from 7 percent 

in 1975 to 10 percent in 
1992. It then declined to 9.3 
percent as the economy ex- 
panded. 

By comparison, the 
United States devotes 13.6 
percent of GDP to health. 
The Canadian government 
points out that not all Ameri- 
cans are insured, but its crit- 
ics note that the U.S. sys- 
tem has fewer waits and 
more up-to-date technology. 

“This commission will al- 
low us to better understand 
and plan for the long-term 
challenges, such as chang- 
ing demographics and rising 
costs of technologies and 
treatments,” Chretien said. 


Although 29 percent of 
medical expenses are not 
covered by the government 
-- often including drugs, den- 
tal expenses and home care 
-- Chretien made it clear he 
would not entertain any ma- 
jor expansion of private 
health care. 

A statement from his of- 
fice said the commission 
would study long-term 
measures “to ensure the 
sustainability of a universally 
accessible publicly funded 
health system.” 

“There’s no place for the 
privatization of the health 
care system in Canada,” 
Chretien told Parliament. 

As Saskatchewan pre- 
mier, Romanow closed 
down many hospitals in his 
drive to cut provincial budget 
deficits. 

But he is from the leftist 
New Democratic Party, 
which has always argued for 
more public health spending, 
and Chretien said he was a 
staunch defender of health 
care for all. 

Romanow, who is to be- 
gin his work in May, is to 
report to the prime minister 
by November 2002. 

To try to get a handle on 
growing costs, various 
policymakers have looked at 
paradigm shifts -- for in- 
stance, paying doctors a sal- 
ary rather than a fee for serv- 
ice, or making more use of 
nurses and other practition- 
ers besides doctors. 

“We know that nurses are 
able to deliver 20 to 40 per- 
cent of what basic care is 
necessary,” Kathleen 
Connors, president of the 
Canadian Federation of 
Nurses Unions, told report- 
ers. “We can do it effec- 
tively.” 

Bernard Landry, separa- 
tist premier of the mainly 
French-speaking province of 
Quebec, voiced skepticism 
about a report On an area the 


constitution says is a provin-_ 


cial responsibility. 

“They think they are the 
masters of the health sys- 
tem, which is not the case,” 
Landry told reporters in Que- 
ber City.

But government sources 
said Wednesday that’s the 
figure for a high-end 
“Cadillac version” of the 
service and it may be possi- 
ble to get away with less.

“We will work with the 
private sector to achieve this 
goal.”

Nosebleeds can be a nui- 
sance. Or something more 
serious. 

While some nosebleeds 
have transient causes, oth- 
ers may be caused by injury 
or high blood pressure, says 
Dr. J.R. Williams, assistant 
professor of otolaryngology- 
head and neck surgery at Uni- 
versity of Texas-Southwest- 
ern Medical Center. 

“There is not just one fix- 
all,” he said. “It is important 
to determine which type of 
nosebleed you are having so 
it can be properly treated.” 

A nosebleed that starts 
from the front part of the 
nose and only exits one nos- 
tril probably is an anterior 
type - most often caused by 
lack of humidity. Other pos- 
sible causes include chronic 
nose picking, sinus infection, 
or reactions to such medi- 
cations as inhalants, aspirin, 
ibuprofen or anticoagulants. 

A posterior nosebleed 
comes from deep in the nose 
and flows down the back of 
the mouth and throat, even 
if the patient is upright. It 
could have been caused by 
a sports- or accident-related 
injury, or the person could 
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« Dehumidifiers 
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have high blood pressure. 
Either possibility calls for 
treatment. 

Williams has this advice 
for handling a nosebleed: ‘To 
stop a nosebleed, pinch the 
soft parts of the nose to- 
gether, and slightly tilt the 
head back for five minutes. 
If bleeding has not stopped, 
gently blow the nose to 
evacuate all clots. Then 
spray a decongestant-nasal 
spray quickly into both nos- 
trils, followed by another five 
minutes of pinch-pressure. 
Applying ice to the nose and 
cheeks may also help slow 
bleeding.” 

After bleeding slows, you 
may pack your nose lightly 
with tissue, first tipping the 
tissue with a bit of petroleum 
jelly. That will prevent the re- 
sumption of bleeding when 
the tissue is removed. 

“Resumed bleeding after 
the above fails at home 
should more than justify see-

ing a physician,” Williams 
said. 

Get to a doctor or emer- 
gency room if the bleeding 
cannot be stopped or recurs, 
if bleeding is rapid or blood 
loss is large, the person feels 
weak or faint, or if blood 
goes down. the back of the 
throat instead of through a 
nostril. 

The emergency room doc- 
tor will first try to cauterize 
by applying silver nitrate to 
the bleeding site. If it can’t 
be controlled this way or if 
bleeding is too brisk, electri- 
cal cautery will be used. In

Photo/Bill Freeman 


Farmers unfairly rapped 
while gov’t stalls on intensive 
farming: Liberal MPP 


Liberal Ag. 
critic decries 
lack of 

action on 
promised 
legislation 


Queen’s Park - While 
farmers are getting a bad rap 
for Ontario’s environmental 
woes, the Mike Harris gov- 
ernment fails to honour its 
long-standing commitment 
for comprehensive prov- 
ince-wide farm operations 
legislation, says Liberal Ag- 
riculture critic Steve Peters. 

_ “Headlines from newspa- 
pers across the province 
have been screaming at us 
on a regular basis for the 
past two years about the ris- 
ing number of incidents of 
polluted drinking water and 
the dangerous general de- 


cline of the environment,” 
the MPP for Elgin-Middle- 
sex-London said in a Mon- 
day press statement. 

“Who gets the blame? The 
farmers,” Mr. Peters says. 

“This is totally unaccept- 
able and should be addressed 
immediately by the province. 
By allowing the media to 
portray the agricultural com- 
munity as the sole*contami- 


- nators of our water, the min- 


ister of agriculture and the 
rest of the Tory cabinet have 
abrogated their responsibili- 
ties to this sector,” he says. 


Mr. Peters says the gov- 
ernment has “willingly made 
hard-working farmers the 
scapegoat for all of our prob- 
lems” while it sits by “idly 
offering no explanations as 
to why a farm operations act 
has not been tabled after al- 
most two years of promises. 


“The only offerings to 
date are vague references to 
guidelines.” 

Mr. Peters says govern- 
ment investment in agricul- 
ture must be spent to ensure 
Ontario farmers operate on 
a level playing field and not 
on countless legal fees for 
farmers dragged unneces- 


‘sarily through the judicial 


system. 


“The agriculture minister 
has to take action to put an 
end to this,” Mr. Peters said. 

“The simple truth is that 
blame for pollution is a 
shared responsibility.” 

Citing a case in his own 
riding where the Village of 
Staffordville has a polluted 
water system due to a faulty 
septic tank system and not 
because of farmers. 

“The Mike Harris govern- 
ment and the agriculture min- 


istry have totally mishandled 
the issue of dealing with nu- 
trient management. Ontario 
farmers, rural residents and 
municipalities need and de- 
serve clear, fair legislation 
and regulations. 

“A level playing field is 
urgently needed to end this 
growing serious division in 
rural Ontario and to free up 
vital investment in this prov- 
ince now,” said Mr. Peters.

“Healthy Babies, Healthy 
Children” program 
was to get full funding 


Peterborough Cty. - 
The Peterborough County 
City Board of Health says it 
is “very disappointed” that 
the provincial government is 
not fulfilling its promise to 
provide full funding to the 
Healthy Babies. Healthy Chil 
dren program 

When the program was 
introduced in 1997, the Mike 
Harris government had en- 
sured Health Units that it 
would be “100"per provin- 
cially funded.” 

The Board of Health's dis- 
pute with the province re 
lated to occupancy and other 
management and administra- 
tive COSES directly related to 
the program which are be 
ing incurred by the Board but 
not being funded by the prov 
mce 

They say they have been 
dealing with the issue for the 
past six months and the prob 
lem has not been resolved “to 
the satisfaction of the 
Board 

Although the amounts are 
mall $14,301 for 2000 
and $16,148 for 200] -- the 
program 1 expec ted to 
grow and with the expansion 
thes will have to hire addi 
honal staff to deliver the pro 
eran 
This means incurring 
even more occupancy, man 
agement and administrative 
coasts, the Board says. 

In 1997, when Healthy 
Bates. Healthy Children was 
first introduced the Health 
Unit employed two people to 
deliver the program but now

In addition, the Board 
says it is working “in con- 
cert” with local paediatri- 
cians and has developed a 


Nurse Practitioner proposal 
to provide preventative 
health care to children of 
more than 500 “orphan” 
families in the community

Currently, the Healthy 
Babies. Healthy Children pro- 
gram is housed in the build- 
ing the Health Unit owns on 
Hospital Drive. In order to 
accommodate the additional 
program staff the Board of 
Health has had to re-locate 
public health staff to leased 
accommodations at Time 
Square.

Ata May 16 meeting. the 
Board of Health learned that

In light of this the Board 
passed a motion that has 
heen sent to the Ministry ot 
Health and Long Term Care. 
The motion says that start 
iny June |. staff assigned to 
public health now working 
from Time Square will be 
returned to 10 Hospital Drive 
and staff assigned to Healthy 
Babies, Healthy Children will 
be transterred to Time 
Square. 

“This action will have a 
devastating effect on the 
morale of staff and the et- 
fectiveness with regards to 
the delivery of Healthy Ba- 
bies, Healthy Children serv- 
ices.” the Board says. 

But the Board adds that it 
is not prepared to subsidize 
a 100 per cent provincially 
funded program “to the det- 
riment of other programs 
and services delivered by the 
Board of Health. 

“If all the costs of the pro- 
gram are not funded by the 
province, money will have to 
be used that would have

gone towards the delivery of 
traditional, provincially-man- 
dated, public health pro- 
grams.” 

The Board says this will

not willing to do this particu- 
larly since the Healthy Ba- 
bies, Healthy Children pro- 
gram is expected to grow 
and the amount of money 
needed for occupancy. ad- 
ministration and manage- 
ment expenses directly re- 
lated to the program will in- 
crease.” 

The Board of Health has 
asked for a meeting with 
Health Minister Elizabeth 
Witmer. 

“The Board of Health val- 
ues the contributions made 
by the Healthy Babies, 
Healthy Children program to 
the well-being of children 
and infants in our commu- 
nity and deeply regrets hav- 
ing to transfer the program 
to its Time Square office.” 

But the Board says it faces 
a “significant shortfall” of 
funds for next year, beyond 
the problem associated with 
funding Healthy Babies, 
Healthy Children. 

“Efficiencies must be 
made,” the Board says. 
“Each program within the 
Health Unit must contribute 
its fair-share towards the 
cost of operating the Health 
Unit.”

The bill received second reading on May 7th and is moving to committee review as the 
government intends to have the legislation passed before June 15th. Working in conjunc- 
tion with the OFAC, the Canadian Federation of Agriculture and local federations throughout 
the province, are seeking to ensure all Members of Parliament are aware of the concerns 
and will support changes being sought by agriculture. 

Bill C-15 is an omnibus bill that encompasses a broad spectrum of amendments to the 
Criminal Code but the farming community is only concerned with the provisions that deal 
with cruelty towards animals, says Jack Wilkinson, OFA president. 

Farmers can support the intent of the bill--to modernize the law on cruelty to animals 
and to increase penalties for cruelty and neglect--but the legislation, as it now exists, “is 
very ambiguous and would jeopardize what has historically been normal farm practice 
and legitimate activity by farmers,” says Terry Otto, OFA Executive Member. 

The farming community needs to be particularly concerned with technical changes 
the new bill provides. By moving cruelty to animals sections out of the Special Property 
section, livestock farming operations can more readily become targets of animal rights 
organizations, Otto says. 

The proposed legislation also offers a definition of “animal” that is too broad and 
would provide protection for a broad range of living organisms which, historically, have 
never been protected under the law, according to an OFA Research Department docu- 
ment.

Properly applied, pesticides 
do not pose threat to water 


This letter addresses con- 
cerns related to pesticides in 
a recent edition of the Camp- 
bellford Courier: 

Firstly, | would like to 
mention that I share enthu- 
siasm and concern for pro- 
tecting water quality and the 
environment. Like many 
people my drinking water still 
comes from Lake Ontario. I 
am also an avid outdoors 
person who enjoys fishing 
and other benefits provided 
by healthy lakes and rivers. 
It is in everyone’s best in- 
terest to protect our water 
supply. 

The fact of the matter is 
that pest control products 
that are properly applied to 
lawns and parks do not pose 
a risk to water quality. It is 
misleading to infer that 
chemicals enter water as a 


result of runoff from treated 
lawn areas. 


Turfgrass Research 

Extensive research con- 
ducted at Penn State Univer- 
sity and elsewhere has re- 
vealed that healthy turfgrass 
has an incredible ability to 
limit runoff of surface wa- 
ter that may contain chemi- 
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cals. One of the most rec- 
ognized environmental ben- 
efits associated with healthy 
turfgrass is its ability to fil- 
ter and cleanse water enter- 
ing its canopy and root zone. 

Studies have revealed that 
water samples taken after 
they have entered a healthy 
turf area are substantially 
cleaner than before they had 
an opportunity to filter 
through. 

Research conducted in the 
United States has revealed 
that pesticides entering wa- 
ter systems in an urban set- 
ting were as a result of an 
application of materials to 
non-turf areas such as 
sidewalks, streets and drive- 
ways. If rain happens to 
wash material away (before 
it is broken down by sun- 
light or microorganisms) on 
these hard surfaces then the 
materials have an opportu- 
nity to enter storm sewer 
systems. Ensuring the ma- 
terial is only applied to the 
lawn itself is important. 

An appropriate response 
to the problem is education. 
Since homeowners use the 
same products that licensed, 
trained professionals use, 
much of the education 
should be focused on them.

passed, this Bill, the first in 
Canada to protect victims in 
this way, would take the 
profit out of crime and pre- 
vent criminals from further 
exploiting their victims.” The 
Prohibiting Profiting from 
Recounting. Crimes Act 
would permit the govern- 
ment to ask the court to 
freeze and seize assets from 
a convicted criminal ac- 


_ quired through retelling his 


or her crime in a media in- 
terview, book or movie. A 
fund would be established, 
using the seized proceeds, 
and would be available to the 
victims of the crime. 
“Victims need protection 
from the unscrupulous ef- 
forts of criminals to capital- 
ize on their crimes,” said 
Sharon Rosenfeldt, Chair, 
Office for Victims of Crime. 
“It is encouraging that the 


government is taking action 


to ensure victims do not 
have to relive their pain as a 
result of the actions of con- 
victed criminals.” 

The proposed bill would 
apply to anyone convicted of 
a serious criminal offence 
and to persons acting on be- 
half of the criminal such as 
a spouse, partner or rela- 
tives. It would require pub- 
lishers to report contracts 
and provide a copy of the 
contract to the government 
or face a fine of up to 
$50,000. 


“This bill would 
strengthen the rights of vic- 
tims,” said Young. 


“By targeting the assets 
criminals receive from re- 
counting their crimes, we 
hope it will help to prevent 
these types of contracts in 
Ontario.”

Early reading strategy will 
help students improve 


School turnaround plans, 
new funding and supports to 
students, parents and 
schools will help improve 
reading skills for JK to Grade

Con- 
sistent with the govern- 
ment’s Blueprint commit- 
ment, principals, school 
councils and teachers will 
have key roles in setting tar- 
gets and putting the turna- 
round plans into action.

Government Doubles 


Number of Foreign Doct 


The Ontario government 
will more than double the 
number of foreign doctors 
being assessed and trained 
each year to practise in On- 
tario - to 90 from 36 - as part 
of its commitment to pro 
vide Ontarians with better 
access todoctors, Health and 
Long-Term Care Minister 
Tony Clement announced 
recently. 

The announcement repre- 
sents a $1.4 million invest- 
ment and will bring as many 
as 40 new foreign trained 
physicians to underserviced 
and rural communities. Ear- 
lier this year, the government 
announced its intent to 
streamline the process for 
accepting foreign- certified 
doctors, and the capacity in 
assessment and training pro- 
grams more than doubled. 

“Foreign-trained doctors 
represent a valuable source 
of skilled providers who can 
bolster the supply of doctors

Wallace 

Little remains of what 
was once the terminus of the 
_ Central Ontario Railway 

Until the late 1950's, the 
C.N.R. ran a train every 
Wednesday to Wallace 
which served the Polish set 
tlement and local lumber 
companies. To get there take 
Hwy. 127 north out of 
Maynooth. Continue north 
on 127 to. the South 
MacKenzie Lake Road (on 
the right). Stay on 127 for 
another 7.3 km, ‘then turn 
right onto a township road. 
and travel east 1.3 km to the 
boarded-up white frame 
building on the left hand side 
This was the community 
hall. Behind it lies the pioneer 
Polish Cemetery. Beside it. 
the foundations of the Ro- 
man Catholic church, torn 
down in 1960. are clearly 
visible. 

Maynooth Station 

Not really a ghost town 
the hamlet is worth visiting 
to view the impressive, but 
abandoned train station. This 
station is unique in that it is 
a poured concrete structure 
McAlpine House operated as 
a combination boarding 
house and hotel in the earls 
1900's.-The building has 
been lovingly restored. anc 
retains the pressed meta 
ceilings so popular ninety 
years ago. Maynooth Station 
is 2 km north of Maynooth 
on the right hand of Hwy 
62. 

Burgess 

A village of 300 flour 
ished here during the corun 
dum mining boom which 
lasted until a new synthetic 
substitute “Carborundum’ 
forced the mine to close. You 
can reach the site via the 
New Carlow Road which 
runs south east off Hwy. 62 
a few kilometres east of 
Maynooth. The ore crusher: 
peer through the birch trees 
while across the road stand: 
the log remains of a storag¢ 
building. Evidence of the 
former mining and milling 
activities is scattered 
throughout the area. 

Hybla 

Take Hwy. 62 north fron

bushes, but close to the road 
on it’s north side. Continue 
on the Hybla Road another 
3.5 km and you come toa T 


in the road, turn immediately 
left. 3 km down the road, on 
the north (left hand side) side 
stands a white. frame build 
ing. the Zion United Church 
There is also a cemetery 
These two churches and a 
few farms are all that remain 
of the pioneer community of 
Hybla. Gone is the boarding 
house. store, ice house, 
blacksmith’s shop and sta- 
bles. The small train station 
is now the residence of the 
Woodcox family 

Glanmire 

Glanmire is ii km north 
of Millbridge on the Old 
Hastings Road. All that re- 
mains of this community is 
the cemetery and the cement 
steps leading up to the van- 
ished church. The Old Hast- 
ings Road is impassable be- 
yond Glanmire. 

Millbridge 

Millbridge is the closest to 
the popular image of a ghost 
town. Take Hwy. 62 north 
from Madoc about 21 km to 
the Millbridge Road (on your 
left). Built in 1860's, this is

tlement road. The hapless 
settlers who tried to farm 
from the rocky soil have long 
since fled. Take the road 
about 3 km to the empty St 
Oswalds Anglican Church, 
continue on down the main 
street to the former store and 
hotel (both now residences) 
the abandoned church 
school, and community hall.

Millbridge Station 
Millbridge Station is 
worth a side trip to see 
Hogan's Hotel, once the 
grandest building in the two 
communities.

Little else 
remains of the hamlet. but 
the abandoned rail bed 1s 
clearly visible. 
Queensboro 
Queensboro is a pictur 
esque hamlet located 15 km 
to the north - east of Madox 
In the 1800's i: was a thris 
ing village supporting tw: 
doctors, two blacksmith: 
two shoe-making establish 
ments, and two hotels. They 
are long gone as is the schoo! 
post office. wagon factory 
the flour and saw mills. the 
bakery and the cheese fac 
tory. Only one of the twe 
general stores remains. To 
get there travel east on Hwy. 
7. about half a kilometre, past 
Hwy. 62. to Country Road 
12. Go left onto this good 
paved highway and follow it 
for 6 km. A small sign on 
the right indicates a turn off 
to Queensboro. Follow this 
twisting Country Road for 6 


kilometres right into the vil 
lage. As you enter, notice the 
abandoned red brick church 
on your left and just a little 
further on, the weathered 
timbers of the old blacksmith 
shop.

Cordova Mines 

Just a 10 minute drive 
north-west of Marmora on 
County road 3 lies a hamlet 
which was once a thriving 
mining village.

Blairton 
A hundred and twenty

Two kilometres to the 
north lies the ‘townsite. At 
the intersection is the foun- 
dation of the former store 
A little further on Blairton 
Road. before reaching Cole 
Road, a few mine era cabins 
still survive.

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Gov't finally tables 
long-awaited nutrient 
management bill 


Another round of . 
consultations planned.

Queen’s Park - Nearly 
a year after promising to in- 
troduce “clear, enforceable 
province-wide”™ legislation” 
the provincial government 
has tabled a Nutrient Man- 
agement Act which it says 
will “set and enforce clear, 
consistent standards for nu- 
trient management on farms 
and protect the environ- 
ment.” 

Agriculture Minister Brian 
Coburn introduced first 
‘reading of the bill June 13 a 
month after it appeared that 
the government was Steer- 
ing away from regulatory 
standards focusing on guide- 
lines instead. 

The legislation Mr. 
Coburn tabled is a joint ef- 
fort between OMAFRA and 
the Ministry of the Environ- 
ment, which will have re- 
view and approval responsi- 
bility for nutrient manage- 
ment plans (NMP’s) filed by 
large farm operations during 
the first two years of the Act. 

The legislation, if passed, 
is expected to be fully 
phased in over five years 
applying immediately to new 
construction or expansion of 
large livestock operations. 


“There is a province-wide 
need for clear, consistent and 
enforceable standards and 
regulations for all nutrients 
to ensure that our agri-food 
industry and our rural com- 
munities continue to thrive 
together (and) that our natu- 
ral resources of land and 
water are protected.” 

Mr. Coburn said the gov- 
ernment is proposing “pre- 
ventive measures to address 
the effects of agricultural 
operations and municipal 
activities and the safe and 
effective management of 
land-applied materials con- 
taining nutrients. 

“Clear requirements 
based on the work developed 
with farmers, and the best 
practices farmers already 
use, ensure sustainable 
growth, safeguard the envi- 
ronment and make rural On- 
tario attractive to economic 
investment.” 

Under the proposed Act, 
the Minister says clear, new 
standards will be developed 
for all land-applied materials 
containing nutrients relating 
to agriculture, including live- 
stock manure, commercial 
fertilizer, municipal biosolids, 
septage and industrial pulp 
and paper sludge. 


During a round of consul- 
tations, staff from both the 
agriculture and environment 
ministries will meet with 
stakeholders to develop these 
new standards. 

“By recognizing the roles 
of both OMAFRA and the 
MOE, the bill would provide 
a framework for these min- 
istries to work with a broad 
range of stakeholders to de- 
velop specific standards,” 
the government says. 

The proposed legislation 
would provide authority for 
a “comprehensive regulatory 
framework” regarding nutr- 
ent management and other 
related farm practices. Key 
aspects of the proposed bill 
include; 

* mandatory nutrient 
management plans, including 
record keeping and filing; 

* certification of com- 
mercial land applicators of 
materials containing nutri- 
ents; 

* minimum distance 
separation requirements for 
land application and buildings 
to protect water and wells; 

* banning the land appli- 
cation of untreated septage 
over a five-year period; 

* establishing and deliv- 


ering associated education,* 


training and certification pro- 
grams for farmers and oth- 
ers applying materials con- 
taining nutrients to land;

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At a minimum, the legis- 
lation will identify’the follow- 
ing categories: 

* large livestock opera- 
tions (e.g. 450 livestock 
units); 

* smaller livestock opera- 
tions; 

* either agricultural op- 
erations such as green- 
houses, mushroom facilities 
and cash crops; 

* non-farm operations 
generating materials contain- 
ing nutrients such as munici- 
pal sewage treatment facili- 
ties.

The government says that 
“any number of sub-catego- 
ries could also be defined to 
ensure that different types of 
operations would be regu- 
lated in the moist effective 
way.” 


Reviews 

The Act also sets out to 
establish authority for a 
range of new approval and 
review requirements “de- 
signed to minimize environ- 
mental risks. 

“These would be most 
stringent for large livestock 
operations, which would 
need provincial certification, 
including approval for their 
NMPs. 

These operations would 
be inspected by provincial 
officials who are “knowl- 
edgeable in agriculture and 
the environment.” 

Mid-sized operations 
wanting to build or expand 
would be subject to provin- 
cial review, the government 
says. These and other agri- 
cultural and smaller livestock 
operations would be respon- 
sible for having up-to-date 
NMPs available for inspec- 
tion and review. 

Administratively, the gov- 
ernment says the legislation 
would provide for “alternate 
delivery and reviewed ap- 
proval of NMPs and for the 
establishment of a registry 
for NMPs.” 

It would also provide the 
authority to establish fees 
for any activity undertaken. 

In the first two years, the 
MOE will co-ordinate the 
review and approval of 
NMPs and other require- 
ments for large operations 
while OMAFRA will review 
and approve NMPs for mid- 
sized operations. 

The government notes 
that the bill will provide the 
authority to implement a 
“risk-based approach” called 
for in The Managing the En- 
vironment Report that was 
released in January. 

“Different categories of 
operations would be regu- 
‘ated in different ways, fo- 
cusing a greater level of at- 
tention and resources where 
the risk to the environment 
is greatest.” 

Mr. Coburn says the Nu- 
trient Management ,Act is 
being introduced in the con- 
text of the government's 
“Operation Clean Water 
strategy and will address the 
fact that right now the land

islative provisions, guide- 
lines, voluntary best pfac- 
tices and a patchwork of

“There remains a need for 
a comprehensive, clear, 
province-wide approach that 
protects the water, environ- 
ment and well-being of com- 
munities in rural Ontario 
while ensuring farmers can 
invest in and operate their 
farms with confidence.” 

“Most Ontario farmers 
are good environmental 
stewards and good neigh- 
bours,” says Mr. Coburn. 
“As with any business 
though, there are risks and 
they need to be properly 


managed. 
“Nutrients are needed to 
grow crops. Manure, 


biosolids and other materials 
have beneficial properties but 
also hazards such as patho- 
gens,” he added. 


“So these materials must 
be managed,” he said. 

“The proposed legislation 
builds upon the best manage- 
ment practices that the vast 
majority of Ontario's pro- 
ducers have worked to de- 
velop and have already 
. adopted voluntarily.” 

But Mr. Coburn also 
noted that farming practices 
have changed “dramatically 
in recent years as economic 
demand and technology en- 
courages ever-larger farming 
operations. 

“Rural Ontario has 
changed just as dramati- 
cally,” he says. “For the first 
time in decades, more peo- 
ple are moving out of the cit- 
ies into tHe country and they 
are increasingly interested in, 
and concerned about, their 
environment seeing it as a 


key element in the quality of 


all of our lives.” 


“This is an extremely 
complex issue. We will en- 
sure our many stakeholders 
have an opportunity to com- 
ment on this framework. We 
know just how important it 
is to do this right.” 

He also said it was impor- 
tant to understand the “chal- 
lenging new technologies 


‘and new approaches to nu- 


trient management and to 
update standards and exper- 
tise (and) to transfer this 
knowledge to farmers.” 
While pleased to see the 
government finally move for 
ward on nutrient manage- 
ment, Liberal Agriculture 
critic Steve Peters (Elgin- 
Middlesex-London) says the 
legislation has to be backed 
up by proper funding and 
must also be enforced by 
trained ministry officials. 
Mr. Peters, who recently 
slammed the Mike Harris 
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Nutrient management act finally table

“This is a long overdue 
piece of legislation,” Mr. Pe- 
ters Says. 

“Because this will affect 
all Ontarians, province- wide 
hearings are absolutely es- 
sential. 

“This is vitally important 
legislation for people 
throughout the rural sectors 
and the rest of the province 
so this cafnot be amade-in 
Queen's Park Act.” 

Mr. Peters says consulta 
tions on all the regulations 
must be held and that means 
presenting the public with an 
“over-all package with all the 
details.”

nutrients: distance require: 
ments for manure and 
biosolids application near 
wells and waterways. ban- 
ning the land. application of 
untreated septage over a 
five-year period; establishing 
and delivering associated 
education, training and cer- 
tification programs: estab- 
lishing a database system to 
record land applications of 
materials containing nutri- 
ents, with an initial focus on 
biosolids and manure; estab- 
lishing minimum quality and 
application standards for 
land applied nutrients. 

The bill would provide for 
a framework to phase in 
standards over time. depend- 
ing on the size of perations 
and the kinds of practices 
that are carried out. Ata 
minimum, the following cat- 
egories would be defined: 
Large livestock operations 
(e.g. 450 livestock units) 
Smaller livestock operations: 
other agricultural operations 
(e.g. greenhouses, mush- 
room facilities, cash crops). 

The proposed legislation 
responds to consultations 
conducted with municipal, 
farm and environmental 
stakeholders: is consistent 
with the Environmental 
Commissioner s report: re- 
sponds to the “Managing the 
Environment Report”: and 
fits with the government's 
Smart Growth vision. 

Proposed Nutrient Man- 
agement Act 2001 

As part of the Ontario 
Governmen: s Operation 
Clean Water strategy. the 
proposed Nutrient Manage- 
ment Act 2001 would pro- 
vide for province-wide 
standards to address the ef- 
fects of agricultural practices 
on the environment, espe- 
cially as they relate to land- 
applied materials containing 
nutrients. 

The proposed legislation 
would provide authority to 
establish province-wide 
standards for the manage- 
ment of materials containing 
nutrients and set out require- 
ments and responsibilities for 
farmers. municipalities and 
others in the business of 
managing nutrients 


The sources of these nu 


trients include manure and 
other materials generated 
through agricultural opera- 
tions. commercial fertilizers. 
biosolids generated by mu- 
nicipal sewage treatment, 
septage and pulp and paper 
sludge. Currently. the land 
application of these materi- 
als is governed by an array 
of legislative and regulatory 
provisions, guidelines, volun- 
tary best management prac- 
tices and a patchwork of 
municipal by-laws. 

There remains, however. 
a need for a comprehensive. 
clear. provincewide ap- 
proach that protects the wa- 
ter, environment and well- 
being of communities in ru- 
ral Ontario, while ensuring 
farmers can invest in and 
operate their farms with con- 


firmed by farmers them- 


selves, municipalities, envi- 


the Task Force on Intensive 
Agricultural Operations in 


‘Rural Ontario during early 


2000. 

The proposed legislation 
responds to the results of 
these consultations, and its 
development was guided by 
the “Managing the Environ- 
ment” report released in 
January 2001. - which 
strongly recommended an 
integrated approach to envi- 
ronmental management. The 
bill also addresses the issues 
and risks identified in the 
Environmental Commission- 
er’s special report of July 
2000, “The Protection of 
Ontario's Groundwater and 
Intensive Farming.” It also 
builds on the government's 
Smart Growth Strategy 
which calls for well-planned 


and environmentally sensitive 


development. 

What would the legisla- 
tion do? 

The proposed Nutrient 
Management Act was devel- 
oped by the Ministry of Ag- 
riculture, Food and Rural 
Affairs (OMAFRA) and the 
Ministry of the Environment 
(MOE) using the recommen- 
dations of many private and 
public sector sources. It 
would: set out a comprehen- 
sive and integrated approach 
to all land-applied materials 
and the safe disposal of 
deadstock; nsure that all! 
land-applied materials will be 
managed in a sustainable. 
beneficial manner which re- 
sults in environmental pro- 
tection: provide forclear. 
province-wide standards so 
that farmers can invest with 
confidence in their busi- 
nesses; and increase public 
confidence in a sustainable 
future for agricultural and 
rural development. 

What’s in the legisla- 
tion? 

The bill is enabling legis 
lation that would support the 
implementation of « compre- 
hensive regulatory frame- 
work regarding nutrient man- 
agement and other related 
farm practices in Ontario. 

The key to this proposed 
framework would be the 
Nutrient Management Plan 
(NMP). which ts a science- 
based tool identifying how 
manure, commercial fertiliz- 
ers, other nutrients and ex 
isting soil ertility are effec- 
tively managed in an envi- 
ronmentally responsible 
manner. Different types of 
operations would have dif- 
ferent requirements and 
eventually all land-applied 
materials containing nutri- 
ents would be managed ac- 
cording to a NMP. Many 
guidelines and other refer- 
ence documents have al- 
ready been developed which 
could provide a good basis 
for these standards. Exam- 
ples include the Ontario 
Farm Environmental Coali- 
tion’s Nutrient Management 
Strategy. Environmental 
Farm Plan and’ many Best 
Management Practices. 

The legislation would also 
provide enforcement author- 
ity. In line with other envi- 
ion, pro- 
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— New Ontario Legislation 


agriculture and the environ- 
ment would have the author- 
ity to inspect and issue com- 
pliance and preventive or- 
ders. The legislation would 


‘alsocestablish the right to. 


appeal to the Environmental 
Review Tribunal. 

Municipal responsibilities 
would be clarified under the 
bill. New standards would 
replace the patchwork of 
municipal bylaws regarding 
nutrient management. Mu- 
nicipalities would have this 
as support for their contin- 
ued responsibility for land 
use planning and building 
code approvals. It would also 
allow for the creation of lo- 
cal advisory committees to 
promote awareness of the 
new rules, and mediate local 
nutrient management non- 
compliance related issues. 
Administratively, the legisla- 
tion would provide for alter- 
nate delivery of the review 
and approval of NMPs and 
for the establishment of a 
registry for NMPs. It would 
provide the authority to es- 
tablish fees for any activity 
undertaken. In the first two 
years MOE will coordinate 
the review and approvals of 
nutrient management plans 
and other requirements for 
large operations. while 
OMAFRA will review and 
approve NMPs for mid- 
sized livestock operations. 
The proposed legislation pro- 
hibits the delivery of en- 
forcement through an alter- 
native delivery mechanism. 

The proposed Act would 
re-affirm the ultimate author- 
ity of the Environmental Pro- 
tection Act, the Ontario Wa- 
ter Resources Act and the 
Pesticides Act. It would also 
effect complementary 
amendments to these Acts. 
and the Farming and Food 
Production Protection Act. 

How would it work? 

The proposed Nutrient 
Management Act. 2001 
would provide the authority 
to develop and implement - 
new, enforceable standards 
supported by new inspection 
and compliance measures 
and new authority for reme- 
dial action and provincial 


enforcement. By recogniz- 


ing the roles of both the Min- 
istry of Agriculture. Food 
and Rural Affairs and the 
Ministry of the Environment. 
the bill would provide a 
framework for these minis 
tries to work with a broad 
range of stakeholders to de- 
velop the specific standards. 

It would provide author- 
ity for regulations governing 
several areas, including: col- 
lecting, storing. handling. 
using and transporting ma- 
terials containing nutrients: 
éstablishing qualifications. 
education. training and cer- 
tification for farmers and 
others applying materials 
containing nutrients to land: 
establishing requirements for 
NMPs. including record 
keeping and filing; providing 
for the use, establishment 
and access to a registry in 
which NMPs would be re- 
corded: enhancing regula- 
tions for the use and appli- 
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Whether you wanted an- 
tiques, artwork. or a mas- 
sage. it was there at this auc- 
tion and dinner.

northwest of Madoc. 

O'Hara Mill curator Jack 
Dixon attributes the success

“I was overwhelmed at 
both the quantity and quality 
of the times which came 
from not only the Madoc 
area, but Stirling, Centre 
Hastings and Belleville.”

“We couldn't have done 
it without the help from such 
people as Hart’s Riggs Wom- 
en's Institute who prepared 
the meal, auctioneer Boyd 
Sullivan, CJBQ’s Peter 
Thompson, and everyone 
else who contributed to make 
the evening a success.”

The O'Hara Mill and 
homestead is located on 84 
acres of conservation land, 
owned by Quinte Conserva- 
tion, and contains eight his- 
toric buildings, five of them 
original structures. 

The house was built in 
1848 and with its original 
furniture and other artifacts, 
illustrates the evolution of a 
pioneer homestead from its 
more primitive stages to the 
elegance of late Victorian 
Canada.

Foot Patrols 

On the evening of Friday 
June 15, 2001, members of 
the Centre Hastings OPP de- 
tachment conducted foot 
patrols while dressed in plain 
clothes in Tweed, Madoc 
and Marmora. 

There were five liquor re- 
lated charges laid in Mar- 
mora, including minor con- 
sume, open liquor in a pub- 
lic place and public intoxica- 
tion. There were two liquor 
charges laid in Madoc and 
none in Tweed. 

This type of enforcement 
was initiated in response to 
complaints received from the 
municipalitiés. Patrols will 
continue. 
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The house enjoyed con- 
tinuous family occupation 
for nearly 120 years, depict- 
ing the domestic and agricul- 
tural life of the O’ Hara fam- 
ily. 

The saw mill, also built by 
the O' Haras, is reputedly the 
only such water-powered 
upright frame saw left in 
Ontario.

In addition to the mill and 
homestead, the original build- 
ings on their original sites 
also include a woodworking 
shop and a carriage house. 

The schoolhouse, black- 
smith shop and a collection 
of agricultural machinery 
housed in several drive sheds 
are additions to the museum. 

“Gradually, O'Hara Mill is 
gaining the recognition it de- 
serves,” says the curator. 
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In an ordinary place, he found 
the one person to make his life extraordinary.

Ontario launches campaign 
tofightinfluenza 


Health and Long-Term 
Care Minister Tony Clement 
announced $44 million for a 
universal influenza immuni- 
zation program for the sec- 
ond year in Ontario. He made 
this announcement at 
Karmax Heavy Stamping, a 
division of Magna Interna- 
tional in Milton while-intro- 
ducing the first phase in the 
campaign to work with em- 
ployers. 

For the second year in a 
row, Ontario remains the 
only jurisdiction in North 


. America to offer the univer- 


sal influenza immunization 
program. 

This year’s $44 million 
investment is an increase of 
$6 million dollars over last 
year. 

“Last year’s incredible 
success, with over five mil- 
lion Ontarians vaccinated, il- 
lustrated the government’s 
commitment to making 
Ontarians healthier. 

This year, we've ex- 
panded that pledge to focus 
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on the workplace,” said 
Clement. 

“A flu shot can reduce 
absenteeism and increase 
productivity in the 
workplace,” said Clement. 
“Promoting influenza immu- 
nization further demon- 
strates Our commitment to 
prevent disease and promote 
healthy living.” 

Bs “The advantages of influ- 
enza immunization in the 
workplace are clear. 

When employees and their 
families are immunized, the 
likelihood of a flu-free win- 
ter is increased, while the 
employer can notice a sig- 
nificant reduction in lost time 
and productivity,” added Dr. 
Colin D’Cuhna,-Ontario’s 
Chief Medical Officer of 
Health. 

Results of a randomized 
trial, published in the New 
England Journal of Medicine, 

‘ showed that cost savings for 
employers holding flu clin- 
ics were estimated to be US 

$46.85 per employee vacci- 


nated. 

“Any illness in the 
workplace, especially influ- 
enza, places both the em- 
ployee and the company af- 
fected in a lose-lose situa- 
tion. ; 

Our involvement in the 
Workplace Influenza Immu- 
nization Program reinforces 
our pledge to a healthy and 
productive working environ- 
ment,” said Belinda 
Stronach, CEO of Magna 
International. 

Employers: interested in 
holding clinics can call toll- 
free, 1-866- FLU’NYOU. 
The Ministry of Health and 
Long-Term Care will contact 
employers during the sum- 
mer, to help them plan their 
autumn clinics. 

Beginning in October, the 
influenza vaccine will be 
available free of charge to all 
Ontarians.

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Smog soaring in rural Ontario. 


Smog-causing ozone lev- 
els are soaring across On- 
tario, and’ not just in the 
province's pollution-prone 
cities, says a new report on 

Ozone levels are 50 pe 
cent higher this year in rural 
parts of Ontario, which has 
already issued a record 
number of smog alerts so far 
in 2001, one of the prov- 
ince’s leading medical au- 
thorities said recently. 

“It comes as a shock to 
many folks to learn that 
when they go to rural On- 
tario or go to the cottage or 


.send their kids to camp, their 


kids may in fact experience 
higher ozone levels there 
than they would if they had 
stayed in the cities,” said Dr. 
Ted Boadway, executive di- 
rector of the Ontario Medi- 
cal Association. 

“The rate of increase of 
ozone levels over the past 18 
years has been more rapid in 
the countryside than it has 
been in the city.” 

To make his point, 
Boadway pointed out that the 
Lake Hugon beach commu- 
nity of Grand Bend, Ont., 


had the worst air quality in 
the province earlier this 
week. 

The air quality index read- 


-ing for downtown Toronto 


on Wednesday afternoon 
was-40, which the prov- 
ince’s Environment Ministry 
rates as moderate. Mean- 
while, about 35 kilometres 
west, Oakville had the prov- 
ince’s worst reading, with a 
“poor” rating of 64. Up in 
northern Ontario, Thunder 
Bay had the best reading, at 
14 

On days when smog 
alerts are issued by the prov- 
ince’s Environment Ministry 
and Environment Canada, 
everyone living in the af- 
fected area loses 10 to 20 per 
cent of their lung capacity, 
Boadway said. The amount 
of lung capacity diminishes 
even more in elderly people 
and asthmatics. 

The association, which 
represents 24,000 Ontario 
physicians, released recom- 
mendations Wednesday that 
included the need to provide 
real-time air-quality data to 
the public and issue smog 
advisories directly to those 


most at risk from poor air 
quality. 

The association also 
urged governments to help 
the public recognize that air 
pollution is harmful even in 
levels below those that trig- 
ger air quality warnings. 

Boadway also took pains 
to debunk a provincial report 
issued earlier this week that 
suggested Ontario's air is 
getting cleaner. Even though 
emissions declined in the 


1980s and 1990s as reported « 


by the province’s Environ- 
ment Ministry, smog still 
occurs when those emis- 
sions “cook” in warm sum- 
mer weather, Boadway said. 
As for the future, Boadway 
said that although Ontario is 
getting smoggier, he doesn't 
believe the situation will ever 
get as bad as it was in Brit- 
ain during the “killer smogs” 
of the 1950s. “I do not be- 
lieve our community would 
tolerate it,” said Boadway, 
recalling how nearly 4,000 
people died during a four-day 
period of intense pollution in 
London in 1952. 

“I can’t imagine that the 
people of Ontario, Canada

“Even though there are 
more vehicles and licensed 
drivers on our roads than 
ever before, Ontario now 
ranks first in Canada and 
second in North America for 
having the fewest number of 
fatalities per 10,000 licensed 
drivers.” said Clark. 

“These major achieve- 
ments are due in no small 
measure to the. priority we

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Obesity may slow cognitive 


function, increase pain 


Doctors have long 
known that obesity increases 
the risk of heart disease and 
late-onset diabetes. But new 
research from the University 
of Toronto suggests that car- 
rying around a lot of excess 
weight may have a damag- 
ing effect on most facets of 
health, including memory. 

The study, published in 
the May issue of the Inter- 
national Journal of Obesity, 
reveals that overweight and 
obese people reported 
slower cognitive abilities, in- 
creased pain and decreased 
mobility in comparison to 
people of a healthy body 
weight. 

“This study demonstrates 
that obesity has a daily im- 
pact on every aspect of an 
individual's well-being,” said 
lead author Kostas Trakas, 
a PhD candidate at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto and 
Sunnybtook and Women’s 
College Health Sciences Cen- 
tre. 

The findings suggest doc- 
tors should treat obesity as 
an illness, said Dr. Neil 
Shear, head of clinical phar- 
macology at Sunnybrook. 

“Instead of treating each 
symptom of obesity, physi- 
cians need to look at it as a 
global problem when exam- 
ining their patients,” he said. 

- Fhe study is based on data 
drawn from the 1996-97 
national population health 
survey, a comprehensive 
look at the health of Canadi- 
ans compiled by Statistics 
Canada. Data from 38,151 
respondents were analysed 
for Trakas’s study. 

The survey required re- 
spondents to rate their health 
ona sliding scale in a number 
of categories, including 
hearing, vision, speech, dex- 
terity, mobility, cognitive 
function and pain. 


Respondents’ self-re- — 


ported assessments were 
then compared to their body 
mass index - more com- 
monly known as a BMI - 
which is the measurement of 
weight to height that indi- 
cates whether a person is 
underweight, overweight, 
obese or within his or her 
target weight. 

The researchers discov- 
ered that in all categories, 
people who were obese re- 
ported having poorer health. 

“What we ended up find- 
ing is that each one is statis- 
tically impacted by weight 
gain. So the higher your 
BMI, the more people who 
will report worse values for 
each one of those,” Trakas 
said in an interview Monday. 

So they decided to look 
only at areas where there 
was a two-fold difference 
between obese and non- 
obese respondents. ‘That's 
a big impact,” he explained. 

They found it in three cat- 
egories: mobility, pain and 
cognitive abilities, the ques- 
tions around which related 
mainly to memory. Those 
with the highest BMIs com- 
plained of the most severe 
memory problems. 

The difference was most 


acute jn the area of pain. 


admitted.

with a three-fold difference 
between the reports of pain 
among normal weight indi- 
viduals and those who were 
obese. Not cnly did obese 
respondents report having 
more pain, they rated their 
pain as more severe than 
non-obese respondents. 

Women appeared to be 
harder hit by carrying excess 
weight than men, the re- 
searchers found. Women’s 
reports of their health status 
slipped into negative values 
when their BMIs entered the 
overweight zone. Male re- 
spondents only followed suit 
when their BMIs indicated 
they were obese. 

While the findings should 
spark debate, they raise as 
many questions as they an- 
swer. 

Given that the values are 
self-reported, the research- 
ers could not rule out the 
possibility that the way over- 
weight respondents felt about 
their weight problems influ- 
enced the way they graded

“They decided that since 
a large portion of their total 
money came from rural ar- 
eas of the County, and since 
it was raised to provide 
medical care (primarily car- 
diac), they wanted to put 
funds back into where they 
felt they would do the most 
immediate good for the peo- 
ple.” explained Asphodel- 
Norwood Fire Chief Paul 
Bitten in a “good news” hote 
to Council. 

CHSF co-chair Bill James 
says that “in keeping with the 


Foundation’s philosophy of 


putting every dollar raised to 
work, the CHSF is now in 
the process of donating ex- 
cess funds back to the com- 
munities that were so gen- 
erous in their support.”

The First Years 

From the Ottawa River's 
headwaters at Lake 
Temiskaming, all the way 
down past old Bytown, 
names like Booth, 
Omanique. Gillies, and Shaw 
are sull synonymous with 


- mid-eastern Ontario’s once 


flourishing lumber trade. 
Those days have been ro- 
manticized in Ottawa Valley 
songs such as Mac Beattie’s 
‘Log Driver’s Song’ and 
Stompin’ Tom's “Big Joe 
Mufferaw’, but in reality, the 
men who toiled in the busi- 
ness had it anything but lei- 


surely. 
Wooden crosses 

Along the banks of the 
Bonnechere, Madawaska, 
and lesser rivers, you can still 
find weathered wooden 
crosses that bear testament 
to long-forgotten drowning 
victims whose hob-nailed 
boots let them down “on the 
drive”. Lumbering was hard 
work that kept many a man 
in bush camps far from his 
home and family for long 
periods, but it also provided 
a living in equally hard times. 

July 14" reunion 

One provider of such 
employment from Kaladar to 
Killaloe was a major player 
in this area from 1938 to 
1979, that being the Sawyer- 
Stoll Lumber Company of 
Canada Limited. A reunion 


of grand proportions is in 
place for all former employ- 
ees of the company, and the 
celebration on July 14” at 
Barrie Township Hall in 
Cloyne is being directed by 
the Cloyne and District His- 
torical Society. 

Graydon MacCrimmon 
and Bill Thomlison, who 
worked for Sawyer-Stoll in 
their earlier days, provided 
the following account, and 
the hope is that their story 
will encourage past employ- 
ees to attend the reunion. 

A Michigan-based entity 
at the time, in 1938 Sawyer- 
Stoll acquired licence to a 
large area of hemlock tim- 
ber in former Effingham 
Township, northwest from 
the top end of Mazinaw 
Lake.

mill was set up, complete 
with staff house, office, 
cookery and bunkhouse, 
horse stables and a black- 
smith shop, on the shores of 
what is now known as Stoll 
Lake. 

Several bush camps were 
established on various sites 
within the timbered area, 
with logging operations 
starting in mid-September. 
Into January, the logs were 
hauled from the bush to the 
mill-site and deposited on to 
the lake ice. Come the spring 
melt, the logs were boomed 
together and brought to the 
mill for sawing. 

10-hour days 

During the height of the 
sawing season, up to 80 men 
were employed, with daily 
wages for a labourer in the 
early 1940s being 25 cents 
per hour for a 10-hour day. 
Bush camp wages ran from 
$1 to $1.25 with free board. 

Near the beginning of the 
mill’s existence, the com- 
pany built several cabins that 
were rented to employees, 
who then brought in their 
families. Other workers built 
their own accommodations, 
and eventually the tiny ham- 
let was comprised of 12 
families. In 1939, a post of- 
fice was established on site, 
and although little beyond 
some building foundations 
can be found there today, the 
community’s name™ of 
Massanoga has stuck over 
the years. The year 1939 also

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Continued from Page 8-A 
saw construction of a nearby 
planing mill, and a year later, 
a two level building was 
erected to house a’store, of- 
fice and sleeping quarters for 
the manager and office staff, 
as well as the Post Office 
and mail compartments. 

Construction continued 
on during the early 40s, with 
a shower-equipped dormi- 
tory put up for the workmen, 
and a one-room schoolhouse 
built alongside today’s High- 
way 41. 

In 1944, Sawyer-Stoll 
acquired timber limits in 
Griffith, Matawatchan and 
Brougham Townships to the 
north, and built a sawmill 
beside Morrow Lake, oper- 
ating under the name of Saw- 
yer-Stoll Timber Company. 
Most of the green lumber

from that concern, known as 
“The Pine Camp”, was 
trucked to Eganville or 
Calabogie, and then shipped 
on to other points by rail. 

In 1945, the planing mill 
from Effingham Township 
was moved to Kaladar so that 
lumber shipped by rail from 
Morrow Lake and trucked 
from Massanoga could be 
dressed locally. This newest 
addition to the company’s 
holdings was known as Ka- 
ladar Planing Mills Limited. 
Following fast on the heels 
of the planing mill, a new 
office, warehouse, three 
residences, and a retail lum- 
ber and building supplies 
business were established.

The world is heading for 
a massive Internet traffic 
jam. but plans to bypass the 
bumper- to-bumper conges 
tion are hitting a North 
American road block as car- 
riers cut costly network up- 
grades, experts said in ad- 
vanee of an Ottawa confer- 
ence on the issue. 

Conference organizers 
said a global push to revamp 
the Internet is needed be- 
cause the Web will run out 
of addresses by 2005. The 
current technology. Internet 
protocol version 4 (IPv4), 
supports just 4 billion ad- 
dresses -- not nearly enough 
to cope with new cell 
phones, refrigerators and 
other devices the will be 
linked to the Internet afid 
need addresses 

“It's not Armageddon. 
but we definitely have to 
solve the problem,” said Rick 
Broadhead. Internet author 
and expert. “Otherwise, 
we're going to hita brick 
wall.” 

Experts say more than 
400 million people are now 
connected to the Internet 
and that is forecast to rise to 
| billion by 2005 and 3 bil- 
lion by 2010. The world’s 
480 millon cell phone users 
are expected to swell to | 
billion by 2003. 

Europe and Asia have al- 
ready embraced a new 
standard, Internet Protocol 
version 6 (IPv6), that over- 
hauls the Web and is crucial 
to next-generation mobile 
phone networks. But ana- 
Iysts said cash-strapped 
North American network 
operators have little incentive 
to adopt the technology. 

An industry-led task 
force called the [Pv6 Forum 
will meet in Ottawa on May 
14-16 to discuss the new 
standard. which has a virtu- 
ally limitless supply of ad- 
dresses to make room for 
the growing number of de- 
vices that will link to the 
Web 

“Everybody. | think. 
agrees that IPv6 is the right 
-thing to do.” said Lydia 
Leung. principal analyst at 
Gartner Dataquest’s tel 


» ¢communications research 


group. “The problem is that 
itis a different way of 
speaking over the network 
and it’s not easy to convert 
a network.” 

Leung said network op- 
erators in North America 
seem unlikely to adopt the 
new standard quickly, de- 
spite the address crunch, 
because it means a “major 
investment” for planning and 
testing, and the potential for 
network down time. 

“I believe that most of the 
networks are going to put it 
off as much as possible,” she 
said. “If your clients aren't 
demanding it, there's a ques- 
tion of why go to it?” 

_ New networking equip- 
ment will likely support the 
existing 6-year-old standard, 
but today’s gear does not. 


lem, carners have cut spend- 
ing amid a weak US. 
economy and tight capital 
supply and North America. 
which has 74 percent of the 
world’s Internet Protocol 
addresses. has Tittle incentive 
to make the change. Europe 
has 17 percent of the ad- 
dresses, and Asia Pacific has 
9 percent. 

There is also less urgency 
here for the new technology 
to support advanced wire- 
less networks.

IPv6 by 2005. 


If global networks use 
different standards, it could 
stall Internet traffic, Leung 
said. “There would be a per- 
formance impact. It’s not a 
desirable scenario.” 

Ladid said the proposed 
new system brings big ben- 
efits. 


It supports a vast supply 
of addresses -- one for every 
grain of sand in the planet -- 
has built-in security features 
against hackers and auto- 
matically makes configura- 
tions between devices and 
network. 


But many companies have 
funded a back door to Inter- 
net access, avoiding prob- 
lems caused by shrinking ad- 
dress pools. 

Internet service providers 
can give devices logging onto 
the Internet atemporary ad- 
dress, which is used only 
while connected to the Web. 

Companies can also use 
a single computer with a sin- 
gle Internet address as a go- 
between linking a corporate 
network and the Internet, 
transferring data to thou- 
sands of people. 

Such measures are mere 
Band-Aids, said Jim 
Westcott, a senior analyst at 
International Data Corp, add- 
ing it will not be easy to sell 
the new standard in North 
America. 

“In the face of all the 
work that has been done to 
extend the shelf live of ver- 

_ ape ° 

sion 4, it’s going to be an 
uphill battle,” he said. “The 
adoption rate here is prob- 
ably going to be slower than 
other parts of the world. So 
this is definitely the place that 
they have to concentrate 
their efforts on.” 

Ladid disagreed, arguing 
that North American carri- 
ers will not want to miss a 
market opportunity. 

“You should not underes- 
timate the U.S. -- as soon as 
they see the dollar sign, quite 
big outside of the U.S., they 
will wake up come back and 
tell you hey, this is the way 
to do it.” 

The forum, which has al- 
ready made stops in Europe. 
Japan and India, will next 
meet in Seoul, South Korea 
on July 3-6.

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Canada’s index of leading 
economic indicators failed to 
show an increase in May for 
the sixth month in a row, 
Statistics Canada said on 
June 20. 

The composite index, 
which takes the temperature 
of 10 sectors of the 
economy every month, reg- 
istered zero in May against a 
revised drop of 0.1 percent 
in April. 

The index was in line 
with analyst forecasts. 

“The weakness in the 
stock market and in manu- 
facturing in recent months 
spread to services in May, 
with employment in this sec- 
tor stalled for the first time 
since October 1999,” the sta- 
tistical agency said in its re- 
port. 

But economists pointed to 
a more positive U.S. com- 
posite index that they said 
augured well for the Cana- 
dian economy, which de- 
pends heavily on export de- 
mand from the United States 
-- Canada's largest trading 
partner. 

The U.S. Conference 
Board reported earlier that 
the key forecasting gauge for 
the U.S. economy logged its 
biggest increase in nearly 18 
months in May when the in- 
dex rose 0.5 percent after 
growing 0.1 percent in April. 

“That is a fairly positive 
indicator going forward and 
may suggest the worst may 
be behind us,” said Sal 
Guatieri, senior economist at 
Bank of Montreal. 

“If the U.S. economy re- 
covers in the second half of 
the year as expected, we will 
see a pickup in Canadian ex- 
ports,” he said. 

Analysts have forecast 
Canadian economic growth 
at around 2.3 percent this 
year, down from the nearly 
5 percent in 2000, mainly 
because of the U.S. 
slowdown. The Bank of 
Canada, which has not 
missed an opportunity to cut 
interest rates so far this year 
to rev up the sluggish 
economy, is expected to trim 
by at least 25 basis points at 
its next meeting on July 17. 

Guatieri said May's indi- 
cator was a bearish sign for 
the economy as a whole. 
“The story there is sluggish 
activity in the coming 
months,” he said. Statistics 
Canada said four compo- 
nents rose in May, four de- 
creased and two were un- 
changed. 

Guatieri said the stock 
market component was hit 
hard because of telecoms 
giant Nortel Networks 
Corp.,whose stock has 
fallen nearly 90 percent from 
its record high of C$124.50 
about a year ago. 

Household demand for 
more expensive items such 
as furniture and appliances 
remained the strongest sec- 
tor in the economy, Statis- 
tics Canada said. It also said 
the housing sector was 
poised to gain with falling

vacancy rates. 

Peter Drake, deputy chief 
economist at Toronto-Do- 
minion Bank, said the lead- 
ing indicator reflected eco- 
nomic weakness but also 
showed unflagging con- 
sumer confidence. 

“The consumers continue 
to hang in,” he said. “The 
question is how long the con- 
sumers will continue to hang 
in.” He forecast that Cana- 


da’s gross domestic product 
would still decline before 
bouncing back.in the fourth - 
quarter, and added that the 
manufacturing and energy 
sectors, and the labor mar- 
ket had held up better in 
Cariada than in the United 
States. 

“If we're going to get that 
bounce in the fourth quar- 
ter, the U.S. is going to have 
to co-operate,” he said.

Brown burgers 
may look done, but 


are they 


According to Health Canada, summer chefs who cook 
ground beef burgers on gas grills could have a food safety 
problem if they rely solely on colour—rather than a meat 
thermometer-to determine if their patties are adequately 
cooked. In a recent U.S. study, one batch of ground beef 
patties was cooked on a gas grill and a thermometer was 
used to determine when the burgers reached an internal 
temperature of 71°C (160°F). Another batch was cooked 
until the meat colour.turned brown. The ground beef was 
prepared to be cooked several different ways. Some was 
shaped into patties and cooked immediately; some was 
shaped into patties and frozen; and yet another batch was 
frozen in bulk and formed into patties after thawing. Some 
burgers showed premature browning because the centres 
turned brown before they reached a temperature of 71°C 


(160°F). 


As expected, the longer the burger was cooked, the less 
pink the centre portion. But burgers removed from the grill 
with pink centres continued to brown for several minutes. 
On the other hand some burgers may retain a pink tinge in 
the centre even though they have reached an internal tem- 


temperature for safe consumption of ground beef.

0.94, had a lower rate 
among North American ju- 
risdictions. In 1998, On- 
tario ranked second in 
Canada behind Newfound- 
land and fourth in North 
America behind Massachu- 
setts, Newfoundland and 
Rhode Island. 

The same year, Ontario 
recorded the lowest number 
of fatalities on its roads since 
1950, even though the 
number of licensed drivers 
had increased by five and half 
times in the intervening 48 
years. 

“Maintaining Ontario’s 
excellent road safety record 
will continue to be one of the 
Harris government's top pri- 
orities,”” Clark said. 


“We will convene a safe 
driving symposium later this 
year to address aggressive 
driving, road rage and other 
unsafe driving behaviours.”

Crime by Creating Safe Communities 


The Ontario government 
is strengthening victims’ 
rights and creating safer 
communities by implement- 
ing tighter controls on in- 
mates through legislation to 
be tabled today, Correctional 
Services Minister Rob 
Sampson announced. 

“Public safety is our top 
priority, and we're taking 
steps to ensure inmates don’t 


compromise public safety in 
any way, explained 
Sampson. 


“This legislation, if 
passed, will be an important 
tool in helping ' us create safer 
communities. 

Under the proposed leg- 
islation, the Victim Empow- 
erment Act, the Ministry 
would implement policies 
and procedures to allow cor- 
rectional facilities to monitor 
and block inmate telephone 
calls to third parties. 

Specifically, calls to vic- 
tims and persons suspected 
of planning criminal acts 
would be targeted. 

“Just because a person is 
behind bars doesn’t mean 
they’re beyond the arm of 
the law,” said Sampson. 

“Tt’s just plain wrong that

they be allowed to harass 
their victims or plot illegal 
activity while in our cus- 
tody.” 

The blocking of offender 
calls to victims would elimi- 
nate victims’ potential expo- 
sure to further threats and 
abuse during the custodial 
period. 

Blocking and monitoring 
of inmate telephone calls, 
where necessary, may also 
improve employee and in- 
mate safety within the insti- 
tution by reducing the inct- 
dents of contraband and 
other criminal activity that 
may be planned during tel- 
ephone conversations. 

The bill would also pro- 
vide the authority to estab- 
lish: increased victim partici- 
pation at parole hearings; 
grooming and appearance 
standards for sentenced in- 
mates in correctional institu- 
tions relevant to security, 
health and safety issues; a 
zero tolerance policy for acts 
of violence against correc- 
tional staff that would allow 
both a criminal charge and 
an internal misconduct 
charge to be laid; and stand- 
ards of professional ethics 
for all staff involved in pro- 
viding correctional services, 
including those employed by 
both'public and private op- 
erators. 

“We're pulling the plug on 
harassing calls and raising 
the bar on how we expect 
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inmates to behave,” said 
Sampson. “Public safety de- 
mands it.” 

The Ministry of Correc- 
tional Services is responsi- 
ble for the custody of adult 
offenders being held to await 
criminal proceedings, as well 
as those serving sentences of 
up to two years less a day. 
In the community, the min- 
istry supervises adult of- 
fendefs given terms of pro- 
bation or conditional sen- 
tences by the courts and 
those released from custody 
on parole or other forms of
